Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 


moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session : — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House.

All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).

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MUNICIPAL  BY-LAWS. 


THE  CORPORATION  OF  THE  TOWNSHIP  OF  RICHMOND. 


By-law  No.  903. 


A  By-law  to  provide  for  the  Work  of  draining  certain  Lands  on  Sea  Island  in  the  Munici¬ 
pality  of  The  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Richmond,  by  deepening  and  cleaning  out 
existing  Drains  and  Ditches. 

Provisionally  adopted  the  19th  day  of  January,  1942. 

WHEREAS  a  majority  in  number  of  the  persons  shown  by  the  last  revised  assessment 
'  *  roll  of  the  municipality  to  be  owners  of  land  situate  within  the  boundaries  of  that 
portion  of  Sea  Island  within  the  said  municipality  hereinafter  described  and  to  be  the  owners 
of  more  than  one-half  in  value  of  the  assessed  land  within  said  boundaries,  have  petitioned 
the  Council  of  The  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Richmond,  praying  that,  pursuant  to 
subdivision  (c)  of  Division  (4)  of  Part  II.  of  the  “  Municipal  Act,”  all  the  lands  situate 
within  the  following  boundaries  on  Sea  Island  in  the  said  municipality  and  described  as 
follows : — 

Commencing  at  the  north-west  corner  of  Fractional  Section  10  in  Block  5  north,  Range  7 
west,  on  the  south  bank  of  the  North  Arm  of  the  Fraser  River;  thence  following 
the  line  of  the  existing  dyke  westerly  through  Fractional  Section  9  and  part  of 
Section  16  to  the  westerly  boundary  of  Section  16;  thence  south  along  the  west 
boundaries  of  Sections  16,  21,  and  part  of  Section  28  to  a  point  twelve  hundred  and 
seventy-five  (1,275)  feet  from  the  north-west  corner  of  Section  28,  in  Block  5  north, 
Range  7  west;  thence  east  to  where  it  strikes  the  existing  dyke;  thence  along  the 
line  of  the  existing  dyke  through  Sections  28,  27,  34,  35,  and  36,  in  Block  5  north, 
Range  7  west,  and  Sections  31,  30,  29,  20,  17,  18,  and  7,  in  Block  5  north,  Range  6 
west,  and  Sections  12,  11,  and  10,  in  Block  5  north,  Range  7  west,  to  the  point  of 
commencement — 

be  drained  by  deepening  and  cleaning  out  each  and  every  existing  drain  and  ditch  upon  each 
and  every  public  highway  on  Sea  Island  and  the  existing  ditch  through  Sections  27  and  34, 
in  Block  5  north,  Range  7  west  on  Sea  Island,  within  the  said  municipality. 

And  whereas  the  Council  procured  an  examination  to  be  made  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Johnstone, 
an  engineer  and  a  person  competent  for  such  purpose,  of  the  locality  proposed  to  be  drained 
by  tbe  said  work,  and  has  also  procured  plans  and  estimates  of  the  work  to  be  made  by  the 
said  engineer,  and  an  assessment  to  be  made  by  him  of  the  lands  and  roads  to  be  benefited 
by  such  draining,  stating  as  nearly  as  he  can  the  px-oportion  of  benefit  which  will  be  derived 
in  consequence  of  such  drainage  by  every  lot  or  portion  of  lot,  the  said  assessment  so  made 
being  the  assessment  hereinafter  by  this  by-law  enacted  to  be  assessed  and  levied  upon  the 
lots  and  parts  of  lots  hereinafter  in  that  behalf  specially  set  forth  and  described;  and  the 
report  of  the  said  engineer  in  respect  thereof  and  of  the  said  drainage  by  said  work  being 
as  follows: —

“  To  the  Council  of  The  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Richmond: 

“  Gentlemen: 

Re  Petition  for  draining  certain  Lands  on  Sea  Island,  in  the  Municipality  of 
Richmond,  by  deepening  and  cleaning  out  each  and  every  existing  Drain 
and  Ditch  upon  each  and  every  Public  Highway  on  Sea  Island,  and  the 
existing  Ditch  through  Sections  27  and  34,  in  Block  5  North,  Range  7 
West,  within  the  said  Municipality. 

“  I  have  examined  the  area  in  question  and  the  locality  proposed  to  be  drained  by  the 
said  work,  and  I  recommend  that  the  drains  and  ditches  above  mentioned  be  deepened  and 
cleaned  out  to  an  extent  sufficient  to  drain  the  area  hereinafter  mentioned. 

“  The  estimated  cost  of  the  work  is  as  follows: —

“  The  area  to  be  benefited  contains  3,387.57  acres,  more  or  less,  and  the  description  of 
the  boundaries  is  as  follows: — 

“  Commencing  at  the  north-west  corner  of  Fractional  Section  10  in  Block  5  noi’th,  Range 
7  west,  on  the  south  bank  of  the  North  Arm  of  the  Fraser  River;  thence  following  the  line 
of  the  existing  dyke  westerly  through  Fractional  Section  9  and  part  of  Section  16  to  the 
westerly  boundary  of  Section  16;  thence  south  along  the  west  boundaries  of  Sections  16,  21, 
and  part  of  Section  28  to  a  point  twelve  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet  (1,275')  from  the 
north-west  corner  of  Section  28,  in  Block  5  north,  Range  7  west;  thence  along  the  line  of  the 
existing  dyke  through  Sections  28,  27,  34,  35,  and  36,  in  Block  5  north,  Range  7  west,  and 
Sections  31,  30,  29,  20,  17,  18,  and  7,  in  Block  5  north,  Range  6  west,  and  Sections  12,  11,  and 
10,  in  Block  5  north,  Range  7  west,  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

“  I  find  that  all  the  lands  included  within  the  said  area  will  be  equally  benefited.

Therefore  the  Council  of  The  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Richmond,  in  open  meeting 
assembled,  enacts,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Municipal  Act,”  as  follows: — 

1.  That  the  said  report,  plans,  and  estimates  be  adopted  and  the  said  work  of  draining 
the  lands  within  the  said  boundaries  by  deepening  and  cleaning  out  the  said  drains  and  ditches 
be  undertaken  and  carried  out. 


January  22nd,  1942.] 
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2.  That  the  Reeve  of  the  said  municipality  may  borrow  on  the  credit  of  The  Corporation 
of  the  Township  of  Richmond  a  sum  not  exceeding'  $4,533.87,  being  the  funds  necessary  for 
the  said  work,  and  may  issue  three  debentures  of  the  said  Corporation  making  a  total  sum 
not  exceeding  that  amount;  each  debenture  shall  be  for  one-third  of  the  amount  borrowed, 
and  one  of  them  shall  be  payable  on  December  31st,  1942,  and  one  shall  be  payable  on  Decem¬ 
ber  31st,  1943,  and  one  shall  be  payable  on  December  31st,  1944,  with  interest  at  five  per  cent. 
(5%)  per  annum,  both  before  and  after  maturity,  such  debentures  to  be  payable  at  the  office 
of  The  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Richmond,  Town  Hall,  Brighouse,  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia. 

3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  sum  of  $4,533.87,  being  the  amount  charged  against 
the  said  lands  so  benefited  as  aforesaid,  and  to  cover  the  said  interest  thereon,  the  following 
special  rates  over  and  above  all  other  rates  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  upon  the  under¬ 
mentioned  lots  and  parts  of  lots  and  parcels  of  land,  and  the  amount  of  the  said  special  rates 
and  interest  assessed  as  aforesaid  against  each  lot  or  part  of  lot  or  parcel  of  land  respectively 
shall  be  divided  into  three  equal  parts,  and  one  such  part  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  as 
aforesaid  in  each  of  the  years  1942,  1943,  and  1944  after  the  final  passing  of  this  by-law.
